John Alexander Dowie expects that as a 
result of his invasion of New York next 
week 850,000,000 will pour into Won'a ex- 
chequer. So positive is he that this will 
occur that Sunday he announced to bis 
people at Zion City that as/ soon as the 
crusade is over he will beginiplanB far two 
more Zion cities. One will fbe on the Pa- 
ri lie coast, the other on tbo Atlantic. 

He practically has decidcjtl on tho West- 
ern location, he says, buy he is looking 
about for a desirable aite/for the Eastern.

Maniac Causes Trouble at White House 

A deapernte hand to hand encounter 
with ari'ariued insane man who was deter- 
ttiined to '.sea President Roosevelt occurred. 
i^tbVvestibuIe of the White House shortly 
before' noon .Monday. 

The man who gave his name as Peter 
Elliott and. his home as Minneapolis, was 
overpowered by the officers on. duty at the 
Wbite'Houee entrance and; carried to a 
police van which had been summoned. 
He was vluceil in the van in the custody of 
two officers, Seeming to realize then for 
the first time that he wos-under' arrest, 
Elliott began a furious struggle with his 
captors for liberty. He drew a revolver 
from the right aide pocket of bis ■ trousers 
and attempted lo shoot officer James Cissell 

The officergrabbed bis hand and wrench- 
ed the weapon from his grasp. Elliott 'a 
struggles were so fierce, however that the 
two officers in the cramped quarters of the 
van were unable to overcome him.. Officer 
Cissell then drew his revolver and fired two 
shots to attract attention. Chief Usher, 
Thomas Stone and officer ParUr of tho 
White house force, who had assisted in 
carrying Elliott to the van attracted by the. 
Bhots rushed back to the vehicle and nistst- 
ed in overpowering him, 

In tbe Btrugglo within the police van, 
Elliott had broken n glasB panel with his 
head, severely cutting his head and face. 
Officer CibscI sustained a serious cut on 
his right arm, two inches of flesh being 
cut out of the fleshy part of the arm. Ho 
suffered considerably from loss of blood* 
but his injury is not serious. Tho van waa 
burned to the Emergency hospital, where 
the injuries of both Cissell and Elliott were 
dressed.

SEVEN PERSONS. KILLED. 



Wldcsprend Destruction at Property 
Is Repnrted froiii tlio Northwestern 
'-■• Statea-Twolv* l'eriali In W ter« of 
- Oreatt Unj, 



The little town of St. Charles, In Wi- 
nota County, Minn., wna practically 
wiped out by a tornado which Btruck It 
at 2*ao Sitttirdny afternoon, Seven peo- 
ple were killed nnd twenty-eight Injur- 
ed, -many of theni seriously. Tho entire 
main Btrect of the town woa literally 
M'Iped out, hardly a business place being 
left standing. Forty-two rcsldencea also 
wero destroyed and the total "property 
damage. Is estimated at $100,000. 

Tho day had been nbuom ally -sultry for 
tho season of the year, nnd during tho 
morning there had been showcm of rnln, 
accompanied by fitful gusts of wind. To- 
ward noon the sky became heavily over-' 
east, but Indications of a tornado were 
entirely lacking. This being Saturday, 
the country -people from the surrounding 
farms had gathered In large numbers In 
the main Rtreets to do their custom nry 
shopping. At 2:30 the storm 'cloud was 
seen npproriehing from thn southwest,- 
nnd there' was .an Immediate scram- 
ble for place's of safety. The tor- 
nado struck the town from the southwest 
quarter and made a clean sweep through 
It, following almost entirely the line of 
tho main street, nnd devastating build- 
ings on cither side. Then the residences 
further back frnm the business center 
were struck and' many of them blown 
completely away. 

The storm seems to hnve folfowed 
very closely the boundary line between 
Minnesota nnd Iowa nud dnmage to farm' 
buildings and grain stacks, with Injury 
to human beings and death lo live stock 
is reported from several points Id that 
locality. 

Twof boys, sons of Stephen- Matter, 
were killed nt St. Cloud, Minn., whlls 
seeking refuge from tho storm. They 
had taken shelter beneath a string of 
ears on the railway siding nudin switch- 
ing crew backed another string.- of cars 
upon them, killing them Instantly. 

The tail end of tlie cyclone Ktruck Du- 
luth nnd canned much damage to- prop- 
erty, blowlug down acvernl buildings and 
wrecking ninny boats in rlic harbor; No 
one was injured, It Is reported' that 
many of the mines of the Mcsabn range 
were Hooded by the extraordinarily 
heavy rain. 

Ilcnllm In Wlnconnln. 
.A terrific wliidstonh, approaching s 
cyclone, swept over Wisconsin, causing 
death and destruction. At Independence 
two persons were killed, three fatally in- 
jured and n score of others badly hurt, 
At Eagle Vnlley tho Reformed Church 
wns demolished and houses on tlio prairie 
were swept away. 

At -Racine trees were blown down, also 
electric light nnd telephone wires, and 
half of die city left in total darkness. 
Carl Larson, n painter. U5 years old, 
wns electrocuted on State street, Ho 
ran Into a telephone wire on the side- 
walk, charged with electricity. Specta- 
tors knocked the wire from his hands 
with a board. He was taken to a hos- 
pital unconscious and will not- live. 

Thomas fin I roth was killed and two 
Wn lnjurwl hy the demolition of n fartn- 
jbonso at Trempealeau. 

Bamboo reports a cloud burst more 
severe than w»« ever known hi that sec- 
tion this afternoon lasting three hours. 
Fully four luetics of water fell. Many 
buildings and wind mills were blown 
down, cellars Hooded "nnd several wash- 
outs reported. 

A tornado which struck Blain and Al- 
mond killed five persons near Sheridan, 
Wfe., and blew down twenty buildings 
as near as can be ascertained. In a field 
$1,100 In money was picked up, appar- 
ently having boen blown there by the 
storm.

" A serious riot during tlie progress of 
the titreel fair at Oxford, Ohio', lu which 
Louis Spivey, n Kciitucklan, wns fatally 
.and several citizeim Herioiisly wounded, 
was followed by a luilf-lyuchlng sit the 
county jull'at night, the brother of tlie 
fatally wounded Keiituckhut being token 
from the jail tuul strung up twice to a 
tree, being rescued by a deputy sheriff 
at the nick of time. 

• The riot was started liy Louis and Jo- 
seph Spivey, two ICeutueklaiis from near 
Maysville, who were vlaitlng Mr, Itob- 
erts At Billitfgsviile, In J., hctokh the 
State line, and whu went to' Oxford to 
see tlie fair. They began drinking heav- 
ily and decided to inject sumo excite- 
ment into the fair by "shooting up tho 
town." Marshal Julin Woodrult hurried 
to tbe scene, approached Louis Spivey 
and placed lilm under nrrctft. Immedi- 
ately his brother, Joseph Spivey,- allot 
tlie marshal in the breast, inflicting a 
wound which may prove fatal. 

Mill Hunt Thrntmb town, 

Tlie two Spivey brothel's then started 
running. Citizen* formed a posse and, 
grabbing .shotguns, revolvers, etc., from 
a nearby hardware store, started In pur- 
suit. Deputy Marahnl Jacob Muurod, 
although unarmed, headed the chase mid 
tlie Keutuckiaus turued and fired ut him. 
Both bullets took effect and ic is feared 
tie cannot recover. The Spivey broth lira

The Spivey brothers then took shelter 
behind n tree nud deli id the mob.- but 
tip; posse soon dislodged them and they 
fan to this next alley, wiievc they Sep- 
arated. Louis Spivey bad not run over 
100 feci when bo was struck by a 'bullet 
sud received wounds which may prove 
mortal.

A large crowd followed and soon sur- 
rounded the jail, They had secured a 
rope and endeavored to take both Louis 
Spivey nnd Joseph Spivey out of tho 
oUlcet's hands, but having no leader fail- 
ed to gain entrance to tlie jail. Finally 
Everett Woodruff, the father of the 
wounded maiiibol, saying he expected the 
mob to avenge tbe murder of his son, led 
die lynchers against the Jull. The door 
was battered down and a long rope was 
fimleued around the nock of Joseph Spi- 
vey nnd- he wns led forth. 

"Take bini to the tree where we lynch- 
ed tlie nigger," somebody shouted, nnd 
the mob mnde for It. The old tree where 
Harry Corbin was lynched in 1SD1! stands 
nt the ^corner of Eaut Village park, in 
the heart of town. On the way Spivey 
wailed and cried: "Give me n show, men. 
Let me just write n word to my wife and 
baby before ynu kill me. Let me pray a 
little, for God's sake, men."

No bred" wan paid to bis criea and he 
wan hurried to tlie tree and the rope 
thrown over a limb. He was then pulled 
up with a Jerk, His bands were not tied, 
however, and he grasped the rope with 
both hands and relieved the strain on 
bis neck.

The mob allowed lilm to be dropped to 
the ground long enough to tie his hnnds, 
when ho wns ngnin strung up.. Again he 
was dropped and the third time be was 
being swung when suddenly Deputy 
Sheriff Luke Brandon, ex-Mayor Flana- 
gan nnd n number of citizen* arrived and 
Brannon daabed through the crowd nnd 
cut Spivey down. 

Rev. T. J. Porter, Mayor Mwldell-niid 
others delivered liupiitwloned ^speeches, 
np pen ling for order. Tim father of Wood- 
ruff still urged tbe mob and swore that 
if it did not exact vengeance he would 
get a shotgun nnd kill tlie men himself. 

Samuel Woodruff, brother of the innr- 
srtiul, tli en rising, said: "Men, I am ."John 
Woodruff's brother and I love him. For 
his soke nnd Tor mine I ask you tn go 
home nnd let tlie Inw tnkc its course." 

The mob, moved by this, grudgingly al- 
lowed the prisoner to lie taken to jail. 
As soon as he reached there the two 
Spivey brothers were secretly removed 
by n rear window nnd turned oter to 
Sheriff Blsdorf nnd Prosecutor IGnrd, 
who were waiting In buggies. By mid- 
night the prisoners were safely lodged 
in tlie county jnll at Hamilton, Ohio, and 
Oxford wns quiet again.
